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A GREAT POLITICAL PROBLEM. 


In the centuries to come the greatest im- 
portance since the French Revolution will in 
all probability be accorded to the victory of 
Japan over Russia, and two telegrams from 
Washington and San - Francisco, which we 
published yesterday, show one of the inevitable 
results of this world-historical contest. If 
history teaches anything it is.that the evolution 
of inteinational politics is never humdram or 
commonplace for any great length of time. On 
the contrary, if we were not so absorbed in 
our daily living and dying, we should realise 
that the competitive development of the human 
race is full of startling surprises, although, 
indeed, the element of surprise is due rather 
to our inability to recognise the invisible line 
of demarcation over which we have uncon- 
sciously stepped from an old to a new era, with 
its dramatic supersession of all the familiar 
and seemingly well-established lines of political 
evolution. 

The old broad roads, which seemed to lead 
onso interminably, are suddenly obliterated 
by some seismic upheaval, and we are obliged 
to take stock of ourwhereabouts and endeavour 
tofind the best and safest way through the 
new and transformed conditions of the ont- 
look before us. 

This present generation has had its surprise. 
With the force of an earthquake shock it has 

bliterated the forward paths bywhich we had 
been long accustomed to expect our political 
combinations and political rivalries to confine‘ 
their advance. The dramatic overthrow of 
Russia by Japan.and the meteoric rise of the 
latter to the position of a formidable world 
Power have introduced an ‘entirely new poli- 
tical future. It has already forced the white 
Powers of the world to reconsider not only 
their future relations with one another, but the 
entirely new series of political developments 
which promise to curtail the long-established 
supremacy of the white races both in the 
Eastern and Western hemispheres. 

The rise of Japan has not only terminated 
much speculation upon a possible break up of 
China, but has forced us to admit the con- 
tingency of a similar military renaissance of 
the Celestial Empire and to estimate the prob- 
able consequences of the development of 
enormous military resources in support of the 
already strenuous commerc:) energy of the 
whole yellow race. Of the persistence and 
determination with which this new energy may 
be directed upon the familiar conditions and 
aspects of an established political situation, we 
are already receiving a strong hint in the 
relations which have lately arisen between 
America and Japan. 

Let us think of what this really portends, 
for itis the first recognisable impact of the new 
upon the old order of things, the first clash in 
the commercial arena between armed cheap 
labour and the far more expensive standard of 
production, as well as of living, which, in the 
ordinary course of social evolution, has been 
reached in the great white communities of the 
world. Even when this cheap labour was able 
to offer no more than a passive resistance, such 
as America experienced in China recently, it 
was sufficiently formidable. But when, as in 
the case of Japan, it is backed by a military 
and naval force of the first degree, it can no 
longer be kept at arm’s length, nor compelled 
to accept any abridgment of its demands. 

Thus, althongh the people in the States, 
under the impulse of an intense and uncon- 
trollable racial antipathy towards all men of 
darker hue than themselves, do not yet grasp 
the fact, they are, nevertheless, no longér in a 
position to impose their will upon Japan, for 
the very good reason that they are weaker 


; |than the Japanese both by sea and land. 


Already a strong party in Japan, goaded by 
the violent treatment of their countrymen on 
the Pacific slope, is clamorous for the armed 
assertion of their rights, And it is no good 
shutting our eyes to the fact, and its far-reach- 
ing effects, that Japan would be perfectly able 
at the present time to destroy the American 
havy and invade the States with powerful 
armies, whose leadership and fighting qualities 
it would be. difficult to match. The States, 
certainly, in spite of a huge population, could 
not improvise land forces to oppose them, and

meantime their outlying possessions, like the 
Philippines and Hawaii, would be captured 
without much_ trouble, the latter place already 
being far more Japanese than American. 

These are perfectly self-evident conditions 
of what has been an undoubtedly serious 
situation, We may well hope and _ believe 
that the triumph of good sense and the efforts 
of friendly Powers would always avert so 
dire a calamity as war. But there is a mo- 
mentous importance attached to the present 
imbroglio, inasmuch as it definitely marks 
the first disturbance of white supremacy, by 
the commencement of armed pressure on the 
part of racial masses hitherto confined to a 
development on the sufferance of an armed 
superiority in the hands of the white Powers. 

This superiority, in the new era, is coming 
to an end There will be an equal efficiency 
in fighting power, equal commercial energy 
with a determining balance in favour of the 
yellow races, through their vastly cheaper 
productive and driving power. America will 
be the first to experience the shock of the 
new force, which threatens to transform all 
the commercial and political conditions of 
the world. 

_Not only are the markets of Central and 
South America threatened, but it is impossible 
to foresee a limit to the Japanization of the 
Southern Continent, which may be said to 
have already commenced, and will receive an 
immense impetus from the impending com- 
mercial junction of the Continent with Japan 
by the indefatigable merchant lines of the 
latter Power. 

The States will ultimately have to make 
choice of two coursés. They must éither ac- 
quiesce in this process or they must fight. It is 
the materialisation of this latter contingency 
whieh would set the whole world by the ears, 
Already German speculation has been devoted 
to the problem, and it is perhaps not surprising 
that they should have discovered England’s 
participation in a very dark design. 

Under the title of “Wem gelten die englischen 
und japanischen Ritstungen ?” a writer discloses 
a Macciavellian design on the part of England 
to utilise the new power of her ally in com- 
bination with Canada on the one side and with 
the South American’ Republics on the other, to 
shatter the political and commercial rivalry of 
the States, by which England, apparently, is 
chiefly threatened. The German writer consid- 
ers that Russia would be likely to seize the 
the opportunity of assisting America, while 
Germany would no doubt be compelled to take 
a hand, in the hope of overthrowing the 
British Empire, and, in the scramble, of fasten- 
ing upon such unconsidered trifles as the 
longenvied territory of Brazil. : 

Extravagant as it is, the work is neverthe- 
less a useful indication of the trend of not 
a little political thought at the present mo- 
ment. But much of this does-not go tar 
enough. It does not sufficiently plumb the 
depths and velocity of the flood, which years 
ago Charles Pearson foretold would one day 
awake from its slumbers and dash itself 
against all the white systems of social and 
political economy. It is not the Yellow Peril 
of invading hosts pouring on Europe, which 
was once pictured by the Gerfftan Kaiser, but 
the more formidable, because more irresistible, 
pressure of cheap production, which having . 
armed its millions with equal, if not superior 
fighting power, is able to win for the extension 
of its competition political securities. 

It is not possible to avoid the conclusion 
that, given equality in arms, the most populous 
races must ultimately be supreme. While, 
therefore, the white races can only inhabit the 
temperate zone, the yellow, brown, or black 
races can labour and multiply anywhere, Con- 
sequently, the peril which the new era seems 
to contain is that the former will be pursued 
in its strongholds by the overflowing millions 
of the latter, whether in South Africa, the 
Straits, Australia, or the Americas, and its 
labour market and industrial supremacy gra- 
dually overwhelmed. 

It has been too long the custom to infer 
from experience, the certain triumph of the 
wealth, science, and armed superiority of the 
European stock. But our intellectual pre- 
eminence, our mechanical inventions, our 
military systems, are being adopted by the 
advanced coloured races, and in time naturally 
will be employed against us, in support of 
their larger interests, with all the magsive 
weight of immense ee No war is likely 
to result from the present friction between 
America and Japan, but the incident is worthy 
of our earnest notice as the shadow of things 
to come, e

Burglars at Khartoum. 


Astorein the neighbourhood of the flour- 
mill at Khartoum was entered, a few days ago, 
by burglars and a part of its stock was remoy- 
ed. ‘The burglars, we understand, have been 
traced and ‘arrested. A private house near 
Victoria School was entered last Friday night 


through an open window and the pockets of | 


the occupant were relieved of a considerable 
tum of money. It is hoped that the energy 
manifested by the local authorities a few 
months ago in tracing and bringing to justice 
a gang of thieves may be put forth at present 
in order to put a stop to these burglaries 
before they become rife. 


Shortage of Cotton Yarn. 

The continued scarcity of cotton yarn and 
the high prices charged tor same are having a 
somewhat serious effect upon the spinning 
trade in Lancashire. In order to relieve the 
scarcity the Central Council of the North East 
Lancashire Cotton Spitinérs and Manufacturers’ 
Association, at a meéting held last week, 
decided in favour of a fortnight’s stoppage of 
the mills on dates betweéf the end of June 
and the end of September. If the whole of the 
local associations affiliated with the central 
organisation adopt the recommendation indica- 
ted above, 500,000 looms and 150,000 work- 
people will be affected. This would represent a 
reduced absorption of yarn of approximately 
40,0001bs, or equal to two month’s exports to 
foreign countries. 7 *

LONDON OPINION. 


THIS MORNING'S MEETING. 


(Gazette’s Special Service.) 

The affairs of the Cassa di Sconto e di 
Risparmio are progressing favourably and 
there is a prospect of reopening and the dis- 
charging of current liabilities. The bank may 
wind up voluntarily within a moderate period 
without material loss and the position is 
decidedly better than was feared. Influential 
parties have provided the necessary funds for 
the immediate pressing needs. 

The meeting of the shareholders was sum- 
moned for 10 o’clock this morning at the 
Alexandria office of the Cassa di Sconto. 
Punctually at 10 o'clock the door was placed 
ajar-so as toallow only one person to enter at 
a time. A cavass was stationed at the entrance 
and took the proxy of each person. Unfor- 
tunately the bank did not take ‘the pre- 
caution to get the “feuille de présence” signed 
by all the shareholders who entered, and 
afterwards the room was so crowded it was 
found impossible to obtain the signatures. 
‘After a calculation it was estimated that sixty 
five thonsand shares were represented. Accord- 
ing to the statutes a quorum can only be 
obtained with seventy five thousand shares, and 
as ten thousand shares were lacking, the chair- 
man of the board of directors, the advocate 
Clemente Castro, announced that the meeting 
could not therefore officially“take place. He 
then read the “ordre du jour” apd asked if 
any shareholders wished to put any questions 
as the board of directors were willing to reply. 
Some shareholders then proceeded to make 
observations and M. Metaxa rose to reply. He 
stated that a group had been formed with the 
assistance of the National Bank of Egypt, who 
were willing to advance the necessary funds, 
about £300,000, on the condition that a 
friendly liquidation should be agreed to 
by the meeting. A shareholder then asked if 
he were confident of the success of these 
negotiations. Mi. Metaxa answered that it 
there had been a quorum and the meeting had 
been officially constituted, he believed that the 
arrangement could have been arrived at to- 
day. As the present assembly could not be 
considered valid and as according to the law a 
second convocation could not be made until an 
interval of ten days had elapsed, and, further- 
more, as it was vitally necessary to come to 
a decision before the 5th inst., by which date 
the bank must either reopen its doors or go 
into liquidation, therefore it was moved by 
by Mr. Edgar Suares, that the present meet- 
ing should go on permanently until 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, by which time seventy five 
thousand shares would, it was hoped, be re- 
presented and the necessary quorum obtained, 
This proposition was carried unanimously as 
it was recognised to be the only way out the 
ot the difficulty. The shareholders who have 
not yet signed the “feuille de présence” will 
assemble at 3 p.m. to append their names and 
the meeting will be resumed at 4 p.m. 

All the directors of the bank were present 
including :—

The meeting was very tranquil and the 
shareholders appeared to face the situation 
with a calm state of mind. It is considered 
from the attitude of the meeting this morning, 
that the shareholders will approve the project 
of the board and thus after the meeting the 
desired arrangement will be arrived at.

INNACURACIES AND DISTORTIONS. 


The recenteomments of our comic contempo- 
rary, the “Egyptian Standard,” on the’ plague 
havearoused considerableamusementin London, 
The “Pall-Mall Gazette” remarks :— 

The “Egyptian Standard,” the newly-found- 
ed organ of the amiable Mustapha Kamel 
Pasha, reacties us periodically from Cairo, and 
is wont toafford tis instruction not unmingled 
with amusement. l'o-day we learn that a recent 
slight increase in bubonié plague in Upper 
Egypt has inspired that journal to announce 
that 338 deaths from plague were reported 
for the week ending June 10, and to suggest 
that “it is the Government’s wish gradually to 
eradicate the native-born inhabitants from 
Egyptian soil following the praiseworthy me- 
thods employed by the Anglo-Americans with 
the Red Indians in the United States.” But 
the joke is that (as the “Times” correspondent 
states) “the 338 deaths reported were those of 
cattle and buffaloes, caused by bovine typhus.” 
Really, Mus'apha Kamel’s Editor is what you 
might call‘a Whole Hogger, and no mistake. 
His capacity for wholesale fiction should seoure 
him a Incrative position on the staff of some 
seditious native journal in Bengal, if ever he 
succeeds in making Egypt too hot hin—which, 
we rather fancy, it is just possible he may.

COMPANIES IN EGYPT. 


Nite VALLEY (NEW) COMPANY. 


The following report ‘from the séiibanyre 
éngineers has been issued by the secretary,:— 

Duringthe month of May the company’s 
operations have ‘been confined to stoping and 
milling, no further development work having 
been carried out: Stoping—A- total of 942.8 
tons was broken. Milling—During the month 
the 10-stamp mill ran for 5.690 stamp hours, 
treating 1,100 tons of ore, which yielded: 461.57 
ozs_ fine gold, exclusive of 2.3 tons of con- 
centrates of an assay value of 28.2 dwts per 
ton. The ore crushed was obtained as follows:— 
From stopes, 900.5: tons; from dumps, 109.5 
tons. From the manager's latest correspondence 
it would appear that a certain amount of 
speciinen stone was met with in small patches 
during the May running. He is unable to state 
definitély how much went into the mill, but 
estimates that betwee £300 and £490 worth 
of specimen, stone was stamped: 25 lbs weight 
of stone, which ‘was treated séparately, gave 
25 ozs of-gold. /Ithough the bulk of the ore 
was of slightly lower grade than the previous 
month, yet this occurrence of specimen stone 
must be regarded as a satisfactory indication. 


EGYPTIAN HOTELS. 


The accounts for the year ended April 30 
show a profit of £30,234, after providing 
for all expenses connected with the working 
of the hotels, and a total charge of £11,412 
for the redemption of Debentures, the pre- 
miums on Debentures purchased for cancel- 
lation, and the writing off of one-seventh 
of the compensation paid to the Cie Inter- |! 
nationale des Grands Hotels, in aceordance’ 
with the directors’. report of July: ‘21, 1903. 
The cost of up-keep of furniture and build- 
ings at Shepheard’s Hotel, which has been 
charged before arriving at the profits, has 
been exceptionally heavy, being about £6,000 
more than''would be necessary in normal 
seasons. The balance of undivided profit 
brought forward from last accounts, after 
providing for the dividends declared on June 
26, 1906, was £1,413, and the poof ye 
year ended April 30, 1907, was £3 534, 
making together £31,648. The directors pro- 
pose to pay dividends of 5 per cent, on 
tne Preference Shares and 20 per cent, on 
the Ordinary Shares, leaving a balance to 
carry forward of £2,898. 


IMPERIAL OTTOMAN BANK. 


The accounts, made up to December 31, 
1906, after, making allowance ‘for bad and 
doubtfal debts, show ret profits of £523,287, 
which, added to the balance. brought, forward 
from last year, gives £545,265 at the credit of 
the profit. and loss account. After deducting 
from this.sum the amount of £74,424 required 
for the reserve fund and the percentages in 

rdance with the statutes there, remaing 

470,841, and of this the committee. recom- 
mend a distribution of 188, per share, equal to 
9.per cent., leaving £20,841 to be carried 
forward. 


CAIRO STATION. 


Some time ago we published a letter from a 
correspondent pointing out the necessity for 
the establishment of a first-class refreshment 
room in Cairo station and our correspondent’s 
views were subsequently endorsed in a leading 
article which appeared in the columns. ofa 
Cairo contemporary. It is now rnmoured that. 
anew contract of three years’ duration has 
been granted by the Administration to the 
ptoprietor of the café on the station platform. 

\It is difficult to understand why Alexandria, 
Tantah, and other stations should have first- 
class refreshment rooms, while all that Cairo 
station can boast of is a very second rate caté, 
where it is impossible to procure-a good cup of 
tea or French coffee, not to mention luncheon 
or dinner. Were the State Railways transform- 
ed into a Company the directors would ap” 
preciate the needs of the public in the interests 
of their shareholders, for with capable manage-- 
mént such an undertaking should prove very 
remunerative. ‘I'ravelling in Egypt, especially 
in! the summer, is sufficiently trying. and its 
digcomforts should be alleviated by every 
possible means. We trust the Administration 
will further inquire into the circumstances in 
which the public is to be deprived, during three 
years, of the comforts of a respectable refresh- 
ment room at the Cairo terminus, for to the 
uninitiated the reason remains profoundly 
obscure.

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A PEEP AT CYPRUS. 
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A GARDEN ISLAND. 
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There has been much talk at home of garden 
cities. In Nicosia there is one ready-made. 
Withit® the circle of its Venetian ramparts 
there are groves of stately palms, feathery 
mimosas, sweet-scented Persian lilacs, and the 
bright glossy green of oranges and lemons 
starred with odorous blossoms. Houses occur as 
accidents in the mass of foliage. Walking in 
the narrow, winding streets, you wonder what 
has become of the trees until an open doorway 
reveals the spacious garden court overflowing 
with foliage, the tender hue of the vine min- 
gling with the darker tints of the fig and 
telieved by the vivid scarlet of the pomegranate 
blooms. This is all within the walls. Outside 
there is the moat planted with eucalyptus 
which have attained the dimensions of forest 
trees, and, beyond, the roads lined with pines 
and the English bungalows smothered with 
roses and passion flowers. One may see the same 
thing elsewhere, but the gardens inside the 
city are unique. It would be safe to say that 
there are more flowers to the square mile than 
in any other city in the world. There isa 
street of cobblers, and every stall has its roof 
of vine. There’is a street of blacksmiths, but 
even there the intruding green softens the 
swart hue of the forges. 

The road from Larnaca is dull. Why 
Larnaca should be the chief port is not 
apparent. It is an open roadstead, and the 
town is in the midst of the least fertile 
portion of the island. On the other hand, 
Famagusta has a harbour witha quay 800 
feet long and a depth of 24 feet of water 
alongside. It is connected with Nicosia by 
an excellent light railway traversing the 
richest. grain district in Cyprus. They are 
getting in their harvest now, and the jour- 
ney of 37 miles presents a succession of 
delightfal rural pictures. There is a gay 
note of colour in the Cypriote dress, both 
of men and women and the Messaoria plain 
is a sheet of gold diapered with patches 
of a lighter tint where the wheat and barley 
have fallen beneath the sickle. Famagusta 
itself is inhabited exclusively by Turks. They 
seem to live mainly by frequenting one 
another’s cafés, and fill up their time be- 
tween dawn and dusk by smoking nargilehs 
Outside the walls is the Greek town of 
Varosia. Here people work. Shoemakers, 
tailors, bakers, and shopkeepers ply their 
trades briskly, and here are the women 
shaping the pottery that has a reputation 
in the island and is modelled on forms 
which have obtained since the days when 
the heap of stones called Salomis was a 
city. Varosia stands for the modern Fama- 
gusta. Near the station is the Savoy Hotel, 
between which and the club the half dozen 
Englishmen whose work lies here divide their 
hours of leisure ; all except one—the har- 
bour-master. He is planted among the Turks 
in a part of the fortifications known as 
Othello’s Tower. There was, it seems, a Pro- 
veditore of the Signory of Venice here named 
Cristoforo Moro, though whether it was the 
original of Othello is not clear. But Shake- 
speare, from act ii, to act v., laid his scene 
at, Famagusta, and the worthy skipper is 
proud of his residence. He has turned the 
grim Venétian stronghold into a comfortable 
English home.. 

The city has undergone the shrinkage which 
marks every seat of former civilisation into 
which the Ottoman has stepped. There are 
vast waste spaces and the remains of thirty 
churches and several palaces. The Royal re- 
sidence is now a police barracks and a prison 
containing pyramids of old stone, round 
shot, and queer pieces of artillery ofthe fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries. The chief glory 
of the place is the Cathedral, now a mosque, 
and the strangest mosque, surely, in which 
a Mussulman ever prayed. Itis a noble work 
of the early fourteenth century—pure French 
Gothic, with two western towers and a glor- 
ious apse with flying buttresses reminding 
one of Notre Dame. Itis only by looking at 
the palm trees that we realise that we are not 
in some old cathedral town of the West. Here 
in the days of Famagusta’s splendour the 
kings of Cyprus were crowned kingsof Je- 
rusalem, and here opposite the west front, in 
the last dreadfifl days of 1571, the brave de- 
fender of the fortress, Bragadino, was flayed 
alive while the statues of the saints were 
being dragged from these now empty niches 
and the Christian fane was being turned into 
a mosque. He had been lured into surrender 
by the infamous Mustafa under the promise 
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of. safe convo ed sll ih lation. Ti 
city was given over to massacre and rapine 
That was the first taste of the Turks.

Excellence,

Je conserve 
dans les archives de mon secrétariat la copie 
d’une série de rapports des présidents de com- 
missions d’examen de fin d’année qui tous cons- 
tatent Vinsuffisance de préparation des aspi- 
rants 4 la liceneé ayant fréquenté exclusive- 
ment les cours da soir. 

Déja en 1895, le Conseiller Judiciaire, Sir J. 
Scott, écrivait, dans son rapport sur les exa- 
mens, ces lignes catactéristiques :— 

“‘J’ai pu constater que la valeur des étudiants 
fréquentant les cours du soir, et spécialement 
de ceux de premiére et de seconde année, est de 
beaucoup inférieure & celle de leurs condisciples 
des cours du jour.

Sir Malcolni MecIlwraith enregistrait, 4 son 
tour, au lendemain de sa premiére visite 4 
’Ecole, les mémes résultats. décourageants, et 
je détache de son rapport sur les examens de 
1898 un fragment qui montre assez ce‘ qu’ont 
été dans le passé les cours du soir et ce qu’ils

“J’ai constaté 4 tous les examens auxquels 
j/aiassisté, que les éléves qui étaientnotablement 
inférieurs 4 la moyenne, étaient toujours. des 
éléves des cours’ du soir qui, étant générale- 
ment occupés dans la journée, ne peuvent pro- 
bablement pas consacrer un vemps suffisant a 
la préparation de leurs examens. Certas, il est 
trés méritoire que des jeunes gens qui sont 
foreés de gagner leur vie en travaillant dans 
les Ministéres et ailleurs dans la journée, con- 
sacrent leurs loisirs du soir 4 l’acquisition de 
connaissances juridiques.
